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DECLARATION PURSUANT TO 37 C.F.R. S1.131 

I, Kevin E. Kalajan, declare the following: 

(1) I am the sole inventor of the invention described and claimed in U.S. 
Application No. 09/163,246. 

(2) In the latter part of 1 997, 1 worked on a project known as "Netfile" and 
"Netfile Manager". The purpose of the Netfile project was to implement the claimed 
invention in a product known as "Remote Passage Server". Exhibit A is an email dated 
October 27, 1997, in which my colleague, Burt Fujii, and I discussed certain aspects of 
the invention, including the accessing of files on the Unix, Windows 95/NT, and Novell 
file systems, and the high "IQ" features of file compression, mail-from-server, recursive 
search, upload, and create directory/folder. 

(3) In the early part of 1998, a version of the Remote Passage Server embodying 
the claimed invention was completed. This version of the Remote Passage Server was 
delivered to Boston College shortly thereafter. Exhibit B is a purchase order dated April 
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28, 1998, for the Remote Passage Server. Exhibit C is a shipping order indicating that 
the Remote Passage Server was shipped to Boston College on May 6, 1 998. Since this 
version of the Remote Passage Server embodied the claimed invention, it follows that the 
claimed invention was actually reduced to practice no later, but possibly earlier, than 
May 6, 1998. 

(4) Ail statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and all statements 
made on information and belief are believed to be true, and these statements were made 
with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are punishable by 
tine or imprisonment, or both, under section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code, 
and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the above-reterenced 
application or any patent issuing thereon.
